A petition to tlie Govoruor iu Cquncil 
lias been, wo loam, in noiirse of 6ircula- 
tiou in Nauaiino and Cowiohan, prayiii^' 
for an uppropriatiou for tho purposo of 
opening a cattlo trail or bviiUo path 1)0- 
tween tho two <listriots. Tlio main object 
of tlie trail is for tho purposo of onabling 
tho settlors of CowifliiUi tr. drivo their 
cattlo to tho Nuiiaiino markot. As a iiiar- 
kot, Naiiuimo ia now iu somo rcBpeets 
superior ^to that of Victoria, and it is very 
muck more easily reaobed. Here tbo 
flomestio nrtiole ia brought direoily iuto 
competition witb tbo imported, and the 
consequence is that a loss prico ia obtain- 
ed; BO tbatNanaimo has becoiuu tho best 
market, not only for Oowichan but for 
most of tho East Coast settlements, and 
thf! demand thero is constantly increasing. 
If the road in (juestion were made cattle 
could readily be driven from Cowichnn 
to Nanaimo in a day, tho distance beinj; 
only some twouty-tivo miles. The length 
of road to bo made will probably not ex- 
ceed twelve miles, and may very likely 
be done for as many hundred doUai s. 
That it would prove of very great bonelit 
to Cowiohau and adjacent settloinpnts, as 
well as ti) Nauaiino and intermediate si-t- 
tlfiuonts is altogether btyoud ([UOBtion. 
It would not only prove of uniterial bcne- 
lit to existing settleuu'nls and to tho town 
of Nauairaq, but it would feud to tho lin- 
ing up of tlio country butweou. Wo fuel 
that we cannot too strongly urge upon 
tl»o Government tho duty of (jpeiiina' u[) 
this road, being wi ll as.sur hI that^ any 
Hdch moderate sum a,s we have iniluati-d 
would) indeed, be well spent in attaining 
snob important resnlts, . There is \)vo- 
bably no surer way of promoting true 
and substantial prosperity than by estab- 
lishing facile communication between the 
producing and eoiisuniiiig ounirniiiii; ies 
of the country, thereby materially bone'- 
fittiug botli and lessening tho necessity 
for seeking supplies from abroad. Any 
measure having for its object tho lesiieu- 
iug of the fatal drain upon the wealth of 
this Province by stimulating tho domestic 
supply is entitled to the most earnest con- 
sideration at tho hands of the Govern- 
ment.

Creoli- 

On tho evening of Jan. Ord., 187i, a 
largo and inlluential meeting' of settlers 
was hold at MrGoorgo Dunne's, Hat Creek. 

Mr. G. Dunno, proposed Thomas Mor- 
gan Esii, as Oliairiiiau of the meetiug. 

Seconded by l\[r Edward Allen. 

Mr. IMorgaii was du!_y elected amidst 
cheers, and Afr. 11. JIacdonald was clccl- 
Socrotary. 

Tho cliairman stated tho object of tho 
mooting, lU'st to discuss tho propriety of 
forming ourselves into a Feuco District. 
Ho trusted everyone would havo a fair 
hearing. 

Mv. W.F. Hanford then rose. Ho stated 
that ho held a resolution iu his hand; hut 
liofore reading' it lio would toll thorn, that 
ho protested, anil would also ask this re- 
si)ootablo meeting to ])rotoat, against such 
an outrage in their name. Ho had rofor- 
ence to the meeting held nt (laclio Creek 
by tho niemher for Yalo and Lytfon, and 
tho iiuiior 1110 ..her for Jnllooet. (At this 
point, I\rr. Miicdoii"Md cxplaiuod that, as 
the stage was to leavo Cache Creek onrly 
tho following morning, Mr. Haul was wor- 
ry to disajjpoiut them iu not holding a 
mooting at Uat Greek as at first proposed. ) 
Mr. Sanford characterized that ineotin;< 
as a "dark lantern" one. Ho iiaid that hcas 
well ua other actual settlers wlio /;row 
grain were compelled to put U|i a good 
fence to protect what they grow and mado 
a living at. Tho present Lease-holder, 
who is at no expense, allows his herds to 
roam at will. Home of them have two 
range.'*, ono for summer, reserving tlio 
lino benches of the TliompKou and Cache 
Creek fur wuitor use. Tlio presont Leas- 
ing .system Roriously retards settlomcnt. 
for no person with a limiteil napifal would 
preempt in a leased tract, however desir- 
alilo it might bo; for he would lirut bo com 
pulled to fence, to save himself from trua- 
passingon liisneighbor.aud in hisopinion, 
the ouactment of a general law to protect 
crop b'lowers would best lu'omoto tho in- 
terest of tho Province. Ho then moved 
tho following resolution. 

That this meeting protests against nnv 
alteration in tho fencing of cnltivato'd 
lands as it exists at present, unless the 
Lease-holders bo compollud to fence their 
leased lands. 

Seconded by ^[r. Edward Allen. 

Mr. George Wilson then said what he 
objected to was tho leasing of large tracts 
of land for grazing purposes near the 
Wagon lioads, and near thickly settled 
districts to tho dolrimeul of actual sot- 
tiers who grew graiu,wlio to protect them- 
selves aro obliged to put up a good foiioo 
inorely to keep from perpetual litigation. 
Now if tho cattle raisors. who aro the 
moat wealthy .slant in the Province, con- 
sider they have any rights to their leased 
laud why do they not protoot it bv fenc- 
ing it. Then, and uot till thou, 'would 
he ask for a fence district.
